A good many members live outside the 
Stockport/Manchester area - places such as Stoke, Scunthorpe, VJisbech, Norwich, 
Southampton, London, etc. MAPIT does not expect tliese people to attend. 

Perhaps instead of arranging meetings- we should have mini-meetings. By this 
I mean if ANY MEMBER wishes to visit MAPIT he can do this. We could then 
arrange, day, three or four members to meet. This way it wrDuld be more 
informal and personal t^an having ten people sitting side by side, too scared 
to talk.

When I contacted the Group with the idea, I had the 
feeling that no one wanted to help me in my idea”. 

Jenny Randles of the above-mentioned Group (NUFDN - Northern UFD Network), 
wrote to me recently to set the record straight. ”Dne thing I did want to 
write about was the comments in the last two issues of SKYWATCH (Nos.23{?24) 
by David Frost. I would like you to print a response to this because I find- 
it a little unjust that he should state unchallenged that NUFDN was opposed^

to hio Conference idea. This is not true - and I suggest you tell him so. 

So for as I know, he never approached anyone else in NUFON and I only answered 
on behalf of myself - not on behalf of NUF3N (how could I?). I did (on more 
than one occasion - including the most recent on May 14th at Warrington), 
invite him to the most recent NUFON meetings so he could put his points 
directly to several groups and individuals; he said he would be there - but 
was not. The only other thing I did was point out the problems he would face 
in trying to get people interested, (precisely what he is now bemoaning). 

I also said I was personally interested in taking part on any committee. So 
far as I am concerned, David Frost was not put off by me or anyone else at 
NUFON”. Readers may have seen NUFON featured on the BBC2 series. Open Door.

MEDIA MADNESS - or how to make a fool of people without really trying. 

The current UFO Wave which has swamped this country has led to there being a 
sudden upsurge in media interest. 5KYWATCH referred in its last issue to 
some of this and I think I am able to sjpply some more information. 

I was directly involved in the BBC Documentary programme, ’Out of this VJorld’, 
being first contacted by producer Hugh Burnett in July 1976. I worked closely 
in conjunction with Charles Bowen on this and met Mr.Burnett personally last 
Summer. I can only agree with the 5KYWATCH comments on the programme, which 
was, to my mind, a great let-down. I had expected far better from a man who 
had a deep interest in the subject (although a somewhat biased one). However, 
his utter insistence on the format of the programme despite our repeated 
protests that there was not the quality of cases to utilise in the UK on the 
contactee front alone, was, unfortunately, ever present. Consideration was 
given to backing out of the project, but we decided against this because (and 
I think the programme vindicated this view) Charles Bowen provided a credible 
alternative to some of the dubious material presented elsewhere. We could not 
persuade any respectable contactee witnesses to appear - except for Mrs. 
Roestenberg, who faced ridicult very bravely to provide perhaps the only 
credible case on the whole programme. I am afraid most people discount the 
Bowles/Pratt fiasco as far from substantiated. It did . incidentally, involve 
a teleportaion incicent with the car (David Harrison of the M.E.N. was not 
wrong on that point). Indeed it has now developed into a serisB of continuing 
occurrences - and Mrs.Bowles not only has a long history of seeing strange 
things around the house, but she had been a close ffiend of one of Britains 
leading UFOlogists in the 1960’s (although she claimed to know nothing about 
the subject). 

I pass no judgement on the programme - but it was only what one has come to 
expect from the BBC - sad to say. Risking total bias, I would say that the 
only sane thing they have ever carried was when NUFON presented the ’Open Door’ 
feature in October 1975. I am amazed that the Mihistry of Defence let us get 
away with that. I expected to be locked up in the Tower of London by now, 
sentenced to drinking BBC canteen tea for ever. (I tUnk I would rather take 
my chances with an MIBl) 

As for the ITV ’Good Afternoon’ programme, I Wras fortunate to see that. 

D^ite the fact that the press all billed it for the next day after it was 

shown (someone slipped up there.quite by accident, I’m sure’.) I knew 

it was going out when it did thanks to Charles Bowen, who appeared on it with 
Professor John Taylor and Captain Woods (the pilot involved in the radar/visual 
sighting which w^s suddenly Tatched on to by all the media about five weeks 
latgr . It appears that the media take no notice of ’Good Afternoon’l) 

The programme was pretty straightforward, though it lasted just twenty minutes 
and only when Captain Woods began to reach the point of attacking Professor 
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Taylor with his Trident (and I woke up), did it begin to get anywhere. At 
.that point the harrassed lady interviewer (completely lost in the verbal gunfire 
by this time) signalled the final credits. Charles tells me that the arguments 
continued afterwards. I doubt if Captain Woods will be getting an autographed 
cop y of ’Superminds’ for Christmas. 

As fqr as the programme went it was most interesting. Since there was no 
control over what happened and it was basically a three-way set-to on why 
Captain Woods had not seen a weather balloon (though I tend to side with 
Professor Taylor here and think that he did). We did get the ATV film once 
again (they will be showing that on Crossroads nextl) plus some colour prints 
taken at Wrexham in January (we have those irr hand at the present moment) • I 
don’t suppose it did anyone any good, but at least it was fun. 

I am surprised at your being so hard on poor David Harrison. I thought, under 
the usual circumstances, he did a fine job. True,there were small mistakes - 
but nothing that was important enough to detract from the serious manner in 
which all of the material was presented. Peter Warrington and myself spent 
several days with him and were more impressed than with any journalist in the 
past. A large number of cases came to light following it - some of which 
proved to be ones of great interest. 

I also appear to have been in demand on the radio - pity they never pay me. 

I did a spot with Peter following the BBC programme and returned to Radio 
Manchester this morning for a very straightforward interview. What’s come 
over them? Are UFO’s suddenly respectable or have the MIB’s gone on strike? 

I am now awaiting a request to appear on Coronation Street. With Bill Roache’ 
interest in UFOlogy (whisper, whisper - he reads Northern UFO News, too), I am 
awaiting with baited breath the episode when the Adamski Scout Ship lands atop 
the Rover’s Return and out steps a horrible monster with flam shooting out of 
its nostrils - sorry, Mrs.Sharpies I 

Today I spoke at^length to a fellow from PRIMA Magazine (HE’s called Beverley, 
so I wonder if that is why he works for a Women’s Journal). Anyhow, they seem 
to find UFD’s more interesting than David Soul at the moment so they are going 
to carry a glossy article with pictures. It will be interesting, but I doubt 
if I will be sticking Gregg Marchanf's Bournemouth photo on wall next to 
that of Dennis Tueart.excuse the pause whilst I faint. 

Now then, - where was I? Oh yes. UFQ’s, or Unidentified Footballing Objects 
...•Dennis Tueart. Oh, it is no good - I can’t go on. Suffice it to say that 
the media seem to be going ^through a period of wild exuberance about the 
phenomenon. I wcjnder if they would still do so if they knew what I know. As 
I told that man from the ma^'ine, I doubt if UFO’s do come from outer space 
with long-haired Venusian pilots. He said to me, ’Doesn’t that remove all of 
the romance from it? Yes it doesl I wonder why I never suggested he write 
about Dennis Tueart instead? ^

. SUPER CONFERENCE FEEDBACK . 

In the last issue of SKYWATCH, David Frost gave you his ideas for a Super UFO 
Conference. Below are two letters giving their views, comments and ideas on 
this idea: 

’’Perhaps I might say a word on your proposed conference. I consider the idea 
an excellent one (perhaps this should be addressed to Mr.David Frost), and 
your proposals are very forward looking. I might be worth considering one or 
two points. One is the national publication. A number of Groups are at the 
moment working on a shoe-string and the idea of financing further publications 
might seem beyond their pockets. This might easily be the biggest stumbling 
block to your very good idea. I’m sure this could be resolved, though. I 
think it might be to everybodys advantage if we were to steer clear of the 
BUFORA/CONTACT UK id eas. It seems 'to me ( a personal opinion only) that this 
particular approach just is not working. We need someting which must catch the 
publics’ attention without all the weird trappings which inevitably finds 
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itself at the forefront og UFDlogical research. There are groups who are 
researching a particular, or specialised subject. These groups could continue 
t^eir research for the sake of the National Conference Group as well as their 
own, giving to the N.C. any information they feel would assist the final 
outcome. Other than that, no rules should be laid down to any group, and the 
organising body of the N.C. should answer to the group, other than the other 
way round. I doubt if any individual group would allow itself to be ruled 
(taken loosely) by any governing body. They would prefer to carry on as they 
were^*. 

(1) The Conference would have to last at least a complete day, not just one 
evening. This would enable a number of different points to be piut forward. 
Perhaps even a two-day conference? 

( 2 ) If and when the conference is settled, those attending and wishing to 
speak could give prior notice of the particular subject they will be 
giving a talk on, enabling, the organisers time to work out a balanced 
programme - either mixing the subjects, or clipping individual subjects 
together. This would enable those attending who have limited time to 
be there during their own particular research subject. 

(3) Special guest speakers? 

( 4 ) The conference should steer clear of too much pseudo-religious stuff. 
Perhaps the interesting subject of ancient astronauts from whom it is 
supposed we derived our religions ought to suffice. (I must admit to 
an interest in this subject). The other stuff - I’m sure you know what 
I mean - has a tendency to bring derision on UFO researchers. 

( 5 ) We should try to encourage a few sceptics from our own circles to attend. 
They deserve the right to know that UFOlogy is a serious research subject, 
quite the contrary to how we are put across by the media. They (the 
media) should also be invited. They’ll probably come, anywayl 

(7) A little time, perhaps an hour or two, should be set aside at the end of 

the conference for question time. A number of speakers should be ave.ilabje 
as a group to answer questions put by anyone wishing to put one. 

They are, of course, just a few thoughts, but there might be some semblance 
of sense among them.

”I r§Jed about your proposal for a nation-wide UFO conference. Frankly, I do 
not think it a good idea. I have little enough confidence in the ability of 
individual groups to co-ordinate their ideas and efforts. It seems to be 
courting disaster to try and get different groups to overcome their feelings 
of mutual hostility, jealousy and envy to work together. I am convinced that 
UFO groups are little more tan social clubs for no-so-like-minded individuals, 
or a bureaucratic framework for organisers and place-seekers. If the amount 
of effort that is spent in ’organising’ these groups, circulating memos, 
arranging conferences, etc. etc., was actually applied to investigating the 
problem of UFO’s, we might be getting somewhere. 

Sorry to sound so negative. I appreciate that conferences do have their use, 
but mainly as a forum for meeting people and arguing into the small hours in 
the bar of a hotel. The best UFO investigation and analysis is done by 
individuals who are not hampered by the demands of some clique of a local (or 
national) group. I regret that most groups are so inward-looking that they 
regard any approaches from ’outsiders’ as an unwarranted intrusion in their 
internal affairs. I am not in the least surprised ^that, as you describe in 
your MAPIT/SKYWATCH article, you have been met by either hostility or apathy. 
Leave the groups to their idle vapourings and get out and do some research?

It would seem that there is a UFO Flap everywhere except in anr area. UFO

.nform us here at MAPIT. Still, you will find some interesting cases below: 

MAPIT Member Robert Bailey sent us the following: 

”I was told by a close friend of mine of an incident which took place in Febuar 
this year. It started when a man was driving in his car late at night along 
Sshton Moss Lane, then the man saw a small red ball about four to six feet in 
diameter with what he said he also saw some kind of human-like figure in it. 

The object was bovering about; at the sight of this the man got out of his car 
and started to run back down the lane, which has no lighting. As the man 
reached the main road a passerby phoned for an ambdance, because he, at the 
time, seemed a very frightened man. When the ambulance ari^ived, he tdld the 
two ambulance men what he waw and where he saw the object (or light). Then 
the ambulance men and the man saw a reddish object going up slowly, then very 
rapidly increasing in speed until it disappeared without eny sound. The man 
was taken to Ashton General Hospital and later was said to be in a state of 
mild shock. How I got to hear of this incident by a close friend of mine is 
that his mothers works in Ashton General Hospital where the man was admitted. 
There was no publicity about this in the papers or on the local news on TV 
that night or week. To date MAPIT has not been able to uncover any further 
details of this most interesting case. Hopefully Mr.Bailey will in the near 
future uncover some more information for us to follow up.

Then and now, it is 
based at Steve’s house. No.2 Acer Avenue, Crewe. After some publicity in the 
local paper the group came to the attention of Mark Tyrrell, how secretary to 
FUFOR, who has been interested in the subject for a number of years. The 
memberhip was now three’. Between them, they formulated the idea of holding an 
exhibition and mini-conference at the Crewe local library on May 2Bth. Little 
did they know how successful it would be. 

On the day the exhibition opened, hundreds of people passed through the 
exhibition, which consisted of various projects by Steve, Nigel and Mark, and 
also some material.on loan from Tony Pace of BUFORA. In the afternoon more 
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than 70 people crammed a lecture theatre and it was one of the hottest days 
this year. They heerd an opening speech by Mark Tyrrell with a slide show 
of the Apollo 11 and 12 lunar missions and lectures by Tony Pace and Peter 
Warrington, who has close links with NUFON. 

Apart from the resultant publicity for the group in the local media, the 
group’s membership was increased to 10 members in one day. They have met on 
a number of occasions since, and sightings have been investigated by various 
members. In one respect, FUFOR is very lucky in that most of its members 
have at one time or another had a UFO experience. 5o for us the problem is 
very real, in whatever degree of reality it may exist. Nobody can tell us 
that the UFO phenomenon is a flight of fancy, no matter how strange it may seem 
at the time.

But this time, he had 
added a small, neatly-trimmed beard, which had come as a surprise to me. One 
of his own little ideas. 

Checking my watch, I could see that it was exactly 8. I gave Reen the signal 
to begin and he walked over to the speaker’s table and began his bit with the 
p.a.

German Boeing reported collision with UFO ^ 

over Liege (Belgium)

The pilot of a German piane with 105 passengers aboard reported being struck 
by an unidentified flying object when he was in' the air ‘over Liege on Monday, 
April 25th, 1977. ' ' 

Dozens of people took place in the investigation, conducted by air traffic s’ 
control, the Ministry of Defence, Air Force, Army, The Royal Meteorological 
Institute and even an ornithological society. 

The Lufthansa Boeing 737 (flight LH 056) had left Nurenberg at 0805 a.m*(Belgium 
time) with destination London. At about 0900 a.m. the plane was flying over 
Liege at a height of 7.300 meters when a sudden impact wqs felt. As the plane 
was flying over the Elsenborn military training-ground, the pilot feared it 
was hit by a missile. 

The Boeing continued its journey and was fully investigate d when landing at 
London Heathrow Airport. To everybody’s astonishment, nothing could be foundl 
Meanwhile, Defence was busy investigating this ”UF0”. It was established that 
on Monday (April 25) no target-practice was being held on any of the three 
Belgian practice-grounds (Elsenborn, Leopolsburg, Lombardsijde) . 

Then it was considered the plane had hit a bit bird. * But birds normally are 
not found at a greater height than 1500 meters in Belgium. 

Then perhaps it was a weather balloon? But the Air Force had released no | 

balloons that Monday. The one launced by Air Traffic Control at 2.a.m. had 
landed safely and the meteorological "institute also reported that its balloon - 
released from Ukkel at 6 a.m. - had safely returned. 

Air Traffic Control knew of no other planes in the area over Lioge. But pi anes j 
flying higher than 7000 meters are under the supervision of Eurocontrol (at 
Beek Airport, near Maastricht, Holland). And Eurocontrol confirmed that ”an 
unidentified plane, flying at supersonic speed, had crossed the path of the 
Lufthansa Boeing within 1000 feet”. 

Military planes, however, are not controlled by Eurocontrol, but have their own 
station at Glaaien (Tongeren). Air Force apokesmen stated that ’’one of their 
jets was indeed flying at supersonic speed’^at the time of the incident but that 
it was 30 miles away!”
